JASIDK mede any false statesocnts on bla ap^^Lication 
for Ihodgratlon, It vas vdthont Hr. COU.ITB'S knoulodgc. COILHH'S 
inpresBdoB of JASIUX vas t^t J’^SIITK viua Mttcsrly enti><k)(Qm>nlst to the 
degree that be vas Mased. C0U.3FR also folt that JA5ITJE was mainly 
interested la destrcTing Conmunian and that ho vras oonvinsed that os en 
antl-CoDBinmist, JJtSIUK con and tdll be nseful to the Tfiaitcd States. 




The foUovdng Information was received flroa 
(a Dutoh Ihatlon^) who vaa fomerly a local employee of the Aaorican 
CooBidate cx^ also an investigator for tho CIC in Stuttgart, Genaany. 
VfACESAJA believed JA5IUE came frm that part of vdsttn^ Polaxid ubieh 
is BOW ooosldered a part of. Bnooia and that subject had been associated 
ulth groope suoh as The I'hltQ Bntbenlsn Mclnlstratlon iMoh favored the 
Indopendenoe of that area. Ih the oarly part of VSarld War U vhsa the 
Ruasiana advanced into Poland be believed t^t JASISK fled to the (7ost 
bat that his vife and child rcsained ia the area which waa eventually 
over by the Ruoslsna end that h.<a wife sod child vero deported esstuurd 
liy tte Ruasiana. Later in tho war the subject, as a ooLicagua of Ost< 
returned to that erea of Eastern Poland and l^^estom Ruasla near Stolpee at^ 
which time he held the -ao^tion of an official in the \fiidte Rnthesien 
Adnlalatratlon. Since this was within an area ecoquared by the Gsnean army, 
it is oaCLy logieal to assume thnt any locol government eotCLd only esdst with 
the edasouledgetBent of the ap.'roprlate Geonoan eutharitieei. Ho stated that 
JASH7K appeared to him to be gcamlnely and eincoroly aati-^Jonnianiat end 
entl«ltU8sian not only beoauao of hla personal belief btrt booauae of the in 
trealment that JASH7T»S family had received In the hands of the Ruoalaaa. 

He ebaraotozised J/iSlUK as being a Socialict, neither Fascist nor Cksanunlat, 
OB tho basis of hia aspressed opinions and his peraonal jand professional 
affiliations of long standing with Osterewsky who is si^:poeed to be uell 
known as en aati-ConsDunist. 



Mr. WilGiKAAR claimed that he hod eonsiderchlo ocsperlenco both with 
CIC and with the Consulate General in dealing v/lth verlous peraonslitlea 
and groins represontatlve of Polish end Russian endgrees In Germany. Ab 
the result of this caperlense he believed that JASIDf’ was « reliable infemsant 
and a reliable typo of person.
